CANADIAN NORTHERN 
RESOLUTION PASSES 


Government Obtains Majority 
of Forty-Seven on Borden 
Aid Proposals 


Ottawa, May 20.—The vote on E. M. 
Macdonald's motion to give the six 
months* ludst to the government's C. 
N. It. guarantee proposals came at 11 
o’clock last night. The motion was re¬ 
jected on a division of 111 to 64, a gov¬ 
ernment majority of 47. There were 
two Conservatives and one Liberal who 
bolted. As expected. Mr. Bennett, of 
Calgary, and Mr. Nickle, of Kingston, 
voted for the amendment, while vV. A. 
Charlton. Liberal member for Norfolk, 
voted with the government. 

After the announcement of the rtuult 
of the vote on the amendment th? few- 
lutlon was declared carried by the wni 
majority, and consideration of the pro¬ 
posals was taken up In committee. 

When Mr. Bennett rose to record his 
vote in favor of the Liberal amend¬ 
ment. he was loudly applauded by the 
opposition, as was also the member 
for Kingston. However, the govern¬ 
ment benches squared matters when 
Mr. Charlton stood up In favor of the 
proposal. 

J. A. M. Alkins, of Brandon, was 
paired with J. O. Turriff, who is In the 
hospital In Montreal, but announced \ 
that had he voted he would have sup¬ 
ported the government. 

The declaration of Mr. Charlton that 
he proposed to vote for the resolution 
came In the evening, and was not un¬ 
expected. He said the two leaders were | 
practically agreed that something must 
be done for the C.N.R.. and he thought 
the sooner the better. 

W. F. Maclean, who spoke during the 
afternoon, favored the government pro¬ 
posals because he thought they might 
ultimately lead to government owner¬ 
ship of the line. 

Dr. Neely, of Humboldt, who closed 
the debate, gave the C. N. R. credit for 
doing much to develop his district, but 
opposed the resolutions because no pro¬ 
vision Is made for the construction of 
branch lines with the proceeds of the 
guarantee. 

Other speakers Included Hon. R. 
Lemteux, D. E. Foster, of King’s. N. 8.. 
and Alphonse Vervllle. 

During the discussion In committee. 
Mr. Carvell moved that the definition 
of “contractors” be amended by adding 
the words "Mackenzie & Mann." his 
Idea being to make them personally 
responsible. 

Mr. Borden said the statement that 
Mackenzie St Mann had not put any 
money of their own in the road was 
Inaccurate. He had been Informed that 
much of the working capital of the 
road had been raised by Mackenzie & 
Mann personally. There was much 
cross-firing between Mr. Carvell and 
Mr. Meighen. The chairman several 
times had to decide which man was 
entitled to the floor, neither being In¬ 
clined to yield to the other. The chief 
point in dispute was as to whether 
the 4 , 200.000 acres of land secured by 
Mackenzie St Mann Tor building the 
original lines In Manitoba were actu¬ 
ally turned over to the C. N. R. Fin¬ 
ally the controversy between the two 
became so heated that H. H. Stevens, 
of Vancouver, suggested that Mr. Car¬ 
vell use a little common courtesy. 

"You better get out and look after 
your Hindus," was the retort of Mr. 

I Carvell. "When I want any advice 
j from you 1 will ask for It." 

I Mr. Stevens hotly replied that the 
Hindus who were coming were the 
! equal of Mr. Carvell. 

I "I am sorry that I cannot return 
the compliment.’’ came back Mr. Car¬ 
vell. who added: "Now we W’JII leave 
Mr. Stevens out and get bock to the 
question."

| CalRary, May 20.—The climax of a 
day of feverish excitement and trading 
came last night when the Dlngnmn 
! well spouted ninety feet Into the air, 
the phenomenon lasting for several 
minutes. The news was telephoned 
from Dlngman camp to the Morning 
Albertan by Driller J. H. Brown and 
was immediately bulletined In the var¬ 
ious news offices and hotel lobbies. 
Fully 1.000 traders were crowded into 
the lobby of the King George hotel 
when the bulletin making this an¬ 
nouncement was posted, and the tur¬ 
moil that followed beggars description. 

Driller Brown also telephoned that 
after baling out for more than four 
hours there was no perceptible decrease 
In the height of the oil. which remain¬ 
ed about 2,000 feet. 

A heavy flow of wet gas. which la 
blowing out particles of black oil, was 
struck In the Mammoth well, thirty 
miles west of Olds. 

The United Oils closed its subscrip¬ 
tion in the face of a crowd last night, a 
little more than the $200,000 allotment 
of stock having been subscribed. Prob¬ 
ably 500 disappointed people were 
turned away when the doors were 
closed. 

The Herron-Elder announces that 
they will close their subscription to¬ 
night. The announcement of drilling 
contracts, as let yesterday, were as 
follows: "The United Oils, three wells; 
the Herron-Elder, three wells; the 
Rocky Mountain Oil Fields, three wells. 

Probably twenty companies entered 
Into contracts' for single wells.

The dead are: Mrs. Rebecca Soltz. 24 
years old, and her three-year-old son. 
Morris. A daughter four years old, who 
was trapped with her mother and the 
little boy in a middle room on the third 
floor, was still alive when firemen 
reached them. 

Samuel Soltz, the husband, escaped 
by leaping across a six-foot airway in¬ 
to the next house.

DEFENCE WITNESS SAYS 
CASE WAS FRAMED UP 

Rose Accused by Reich of Getting 
Becker for Attorney 
Whitman. 

New York, May 19.—The defence 
launched lys case to-day at the trial of 
Charles Bicker, former police lieuten¬ 
ant, for the Imurder of the gambler., 
german Rosenthal, and called as its 
first witness Jacob Reich, alias Jack 
Sullivan. "King of the Newsboys." 

Sullivan told of two alleged conver¬ 
sations with Rose in prison In which 
he swore Rose had said: "Whitman 
wants Becker and I am going to give 
(him to him. Self-preservation is the 
first law of nature. I am going to look 
out for myself." 

This conversation, according to the 
witness, occurred in the Tombs. Later, 
according to the witness, when the In¬ 
formers and material witnesses w<*re 
transferred to the West Side prison, 
Sullivan said he asked Rose whether 
he still Intended to "frame up" Becker. 

"Rose said he did," said the witness. 
"Then I had a talk with Webber. Ho 
told me his lawyer had advised him tc 
get on the band wagon and corroborate 
Rose. 

"Then I w'ent back to Rose and ad¬ 
vised him to kill himself Lefore he 
’framed up’ Becker. He laughed and 
said Vallon was with him and that 
they would all be out of Jail the next 
day." 

Only last Maj. after the first trial, 
the witness said, Webber expressed 
remorse for his testimony against 
Becker and made an affidavit that 
Becker was Innocent. This affidavit 
was read to the Jury several days ago. 

"Aren't you afraid of being prose¬ 
cuted for perjury now?" asked the 
district-attorney. 

"No, I aint afraid of nothing," sail 
Reich. Tm as clean as you are. I 
could have been out of this case en¬ 
tirely If I had committed perjury for 
you.” 

The confession that "Dago Frank" 
Ciroflci made an hour before he went 
to the electric chair at Sing Sing wilt 
not help Charles Becker in his fight to 
prove his Innocence of the muffler of 
Herman Rosenthal, for which Ciroflci 
and his three companions already have 
paid the penalty. The supreme court, 
before which Becker is on trial for the 
second time, refused to-day to admit 
the testimony dealing with the con¬ 
fession. 

"Dago Frank" before he died, swore 
he had never heard the name of 
Becker mentioned until Rosenthal had 
been killed. The court held evidence 
pertaining to the oonfesslon was not 
admissible because It was an incident 
that occurred altar tb* murder.

VISITING PASTOR SPEAKS 

Rev. John Pollock Delivers Interesting 
Address on Battle of Boyne; 

Hit Mission. 

Rev. John Pollock’s story of “The 
Battle of the Boyne" drew a big audi¬ 
ence to St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church last evening, the story being 
entertainingly told, and the far- 
reaching effects of this event being ex¬ 
pounded In quite unexpected manner 
by the speaker.

Dr. Clay, who presided as chairman, 
on behalf of the audience thanked the 
speaker for his address, and added 
that he felt sure everyone present was 
In sympathy with Mr. bollock's mis¬ 
sion.

Tugs Will Take 18 Hours to Andrew Kelly Overdue When

Two of the most powerful tugboats 
on the Pacific coast have been engaged 
to bring the 8,000-ton floating drydock. 
which has been chartered by Grant, 
Smith A McDonnell from the Seattle 
Construction A Drydock Co., from Se¬ 
attle to Victoria. The Lome and 
Gollah are to leave the Sound port 
some time to-day with their cumbdr- 
some tow and are expected to take 
about 18 hours to make the trip. The 
tugs will not be able to steam at full 
speed for fear of straining the huge 
craft. The Lome and Gollah are re¬ 
puted to be the' strongest tugs on the 
coast and If they were to turn their 
full steam pressure Into the cylinders 
It Is likely that they would pull the 
drydock to pieces. 

Owing to the sixe and unwleldness of 
the dock two tugs have been commis¬ 
sioned to tow It to Victoria, where It 
will be used In the construction of the 
concrete, work for the new piers In the 
outer harbor. The Lome and Gollah 
should bring their tow Into port to¬ 
morrow. the exact time all depending 
upon the hour of tlielr departure from 
Seattle. 

Will Anchor Inside. 

The tugs will bring the floating dry- 
dock Into the Inner harbor where she 
will be moored until the dock at Royal 
Ray Is finished, when she will be 
taken there. On the drydock the con¬ 
tractors will build the 54 cribs which 
nre to be used in the building of the 
big piers. Each crib when filled with 
concrete. Iron and other material w’hlch 
Is used In the construction will weigh 
approximately 3.500 tons, and it Is un¬ 
derstood that they will l»e built In pairs 
on the dock. 

SANDHEADS LIGHTSHIP 
TO COME FOR OVERHAUL 

Arrangements have been completed 
to bring the Sandheads lightship to 
Victoria next Thursday for an over¬ 
haul. The lighthouse tender Quadra 
will be dispatched from 'here next 
Tuesday to bring the lightship to port. 
While the craft Is here a gas-lighted 
buoy will be moored on the Sandheada. 
The lightship will be hauled out on 
the Yarrows’ slip at Esquimau and 
thoroughly overhauled. 

When the light vessel comes off the 
lighthouse tender Leebro, will be float¬ 
ed on to the dock for her annual over¬ 
haul. 


There was considerable uneasiness at 
Prince Rupert early in the week for 
the trawler Andrew Kelly, which had 
been out on a fishing cruise for three 
weeks. The O. T. P. steamer Prince 
George, Captain Donald, which came 
Into port this morning from the north, 
brought word that when she left Ru¬ 
pert on Monday morning the fishermen 
were worrying over the Kelly. No 
cause could be given for the long trip 
of the trawler, as the weather has 
been fairly good for some time and full 
catches are generally secured In eight 
days. 

Prince Rupert Is rapidly becoming a 
big Ashing port and at present la re¬ 
ceiving over 800,000 pounds of halibut 
every day, which fetches Bomewhere In 
the neighborhood of $10,000. The Ash- 
ermen receive about $3,000 as their 
share of this sale price. The trawlers 
are doing exceedingly well. The Geo. 
E. Foster returned to Prince Rupert 
last Friday with 160,000 pounds, which 
is one of the largest catches ever taken 
Into the G. T. P. port. 

Many Independent Boats. 

Resides the many trawlers and ther 
Ashing boats operated by Prince Ru¬ 
pert companies, there are at present 
30 Independent craft cruising about In 
Hecate Strait after halibut and rush¬ 
ing It to the Prince Rupert cold stor¬ 
age plants, where It is prepared and 
shipped through to Eastern points via 
Vancouver and Seattle. One of the 
Prince Rupert papers states It sees no 
reason why this fleet of Independent 
craft within a few years should not be 
Increased to pne thousand, catching 
sufficient Ash to have one trainload of 
halibut leaving there dally for the 
East. 

The local schooner Ave Marie sold 
her catch of halibut at Vancouver and 
returned here this morning to out At 
for another cruise to the West Coast 
of this island.

Cubans will enjoy a holiday to-day t* 
celebrate their festival of independence, 
commemorating that "glorlosa" 20th of 
May in -1902, when the cause of Cuba 
Libre triumphed, the republic formally ■ 
took Its place among the nations of the 
world, the Stars and 8tripes, which' 
had temporarily replaced the banner of 
Hpajn. was hauled down, Thomas' 
Estrada Palma was Inaugurated first 1 
president, and the new constitution ] 
went Into effect. The day also has a 
melancholy significance of Cuban pa¬ 
triots, for it was on May 20, 1895. that. 
Jose Marti, who had planned the revo¬ 
lution which was to have a successful, 
issue, was kilted at th e battle of Dos 
Rios. 

“The most beautiful land that eyes 
ever beheld," said Columbus, who dis¬ 
covered Cuba In 1492 and thus laid the 
foundation for the Spunish rule over | 
the Island which continued for four 
centuries. From the first the people of! 
the Island were subjected to heavy op¬ 
pressions. In 1763 the English captured 
Havana and held It for a time, but by 
treaty It was returned to Spain. When 
Napoleon drove the Bourbons from j 
Spain Cuba remained true to Ferdinand 
VIII.. and thus won the title of “The 
Ever Faithful Isle." When Ferdinand 
was restored to the throne a century j 
ago he 111 repaid the debt he owned I 
the Cubans, and It was the despotic)' 
treatment of the monarch whose cause, 
they had upheld which led the people 
of the Queen of the Antilles to begin 
their first revolution. In 1820 the Span¬ 
ish king was forced to make conces¬ 
sions to the Cubans, but these did not 
quell tho spirit of revolt, and In 1823 I 
the first move for Independence was! 
made by Soles de Bolivar. The leaders 
were imprisoned on the very day the 
republic was to be proclaimed, and 
Spain’s rule became more rigorous. | 
Two years later the Black Eagle So¬ 
ciety started another revolutionary 
movement. with headquarters in 
Mexico, but this was also suppressed.

PROVINCIAL ELECTIONS ACT. 


To the Editor: The amending act of 
19)4 takes away the right of a natural¬ 
ised British subject to transfer his 
vote from one electoral district to an¬ 
other electoral district. I think It 
would be well to draw attention to this 
fact. 

Under the original set a person de¬ 
siring to transfer hts vote from his 
former to his present place of resi¬ 
dence obtained from the registrar of 
voters In the district wherein he was 
registered a certificate to the efTect' 
that his name had been removed from 
the list. He then forwarded this eer- 
tWrote with his affidavit, form A. to 
the registrar of voters for the district 
In which he was then resident, and 
after ten days the registrar placed his 
name on the list. By the last amend¬ 
ing act. fofm A ia changed so as to 
refer only go British subjects by birth, 
•nd as a naturalized subject could not 
take such an affidavit he cannot get 
his vote transferred.

[ Philadelphia was william Bradford, 
who was born In Leicester, England. 

He 
was a Quaker, and emigrated to Amer¬ 
ica about 1682. He set up his press In 
Philadelphia and in 1687 printed an 
almanac. He fell under the displeas¬ 
ure of Philadelphians, and, after being 
acquitted of a charge of seditious libel, 
he Removed to New York, where In 
1693 he became the first printer In tha 
American metropolis. His first shop 
was at 81 Pearl street, but later he 
removed to Hanover Square, where in 
1725 he issued the first newspaper print¬ 
ed In New York—the New York Ga¬ 
zette. The first printing In the New 
World was produced in the City of 
Mexico, about 1640. by John Cromberger 
or his assistant. Pablos. A century 
passed before thf first printing press 
in what Is now the United States was 
set up—In 1638—at Harvard College.

SHOULD BE NOTIFIED 


Postponement in Action of Lemon, 
Gonnason Co. Against City to 
Inform Govsrnmsnts. 


Because the Dominion of Canada 
and the Province of British Columbia 
were not notified of the action be¬ 
tween the Lemon, Gonnason Com¬ 

pany, Ltd., and the City of Victoria, 
Mr. Justice Clement yesterday direct¬ 
ed an Indefinite postponement of the 

trial. The Lemon, Gonnason com¬ 

pany claims specific performance of 
an alleged agreement oa the part of 
the city to lease certain water lota 
on which It obtained foreshore rights. 
The plaintiff firm also demands $60,- 
000 damages. 

The circumstances occurfed during 
Mayor Barnard's time when he agreed 
In writing to give the plaintiff firm a 
lease of this property on Rock Bay 
If the company would withdraw ita 
application to the Dominion govern¬ 
ment for foreshore rights in favor of 
the city. This was done, but later 
the city asked the provincial govern¬ 
ment for confirmation of the fore¬ 
shore rights and this was granted on 
the condition that the property be 
used for exclusively public purposes. 
The city sought to avoid Mayor Bar¬ 
nard's agreement as not putting the 
lots to a public purpose. 

Mr. Justice Clement commented 
that if it was a Dominion grant it 
could not be a provincial grant and 
said that both governments should 
be represented at the trial. 

F. A. McDiarmid Is defending the i 
action for the city as being a suit 
which arose while he was city solici¬ 
tor. Thornton Fell, K. C., is counsel 
for the plaintiff. 


SECOND ATTEMPT 


Obstacles Discovered in Tim# by En¬ 
gineer of Extra Freight Train 
Yestarday. 


Motives of revenge are suspected in 
the second attempt at derailing an EX 
A N. train yesterday near Gold- 
stream. On Friday last, while « 
southbound freight train was pulled 
up at Cobble Hill station the conduc¬ 
tor threw three tramps off the train 
who, persisted In remounting. The 
conductor refused to pull out until 
they got off” and as they departed 
they threatened to get even. 

The same train crew was In charge 
of the extra freight train yesterday 
when the second attempt—this time 
happily unsuccessful—was made to 
ditch the train. Approaching the 
Goldstream switch Engineer Wensley 
noticed the root of a tree In it, and 
he Immediately jammed on the air¬ 
brakes bringing the train to a full 
stop Just a few yards from the fouled 
switch.

ANNOUNCE REDUCTION 
OF SAANICH FARES 


8. C, Electric Railway Decides 
to Make Welcome Changes 
in Interurban Fares 


As a result of a conference last night 
between George Kidd, general manager 
of the B. C. Electric Railway company, 
and A. T. Goward, local manager, an 
announcement of very great import¬ 
ance to the public Is made by Mr. Kidd 
relative to the schedule of fares on the 
Faanlch Interurban line. Effective on 


May 23 the regular return fare between 
all points will be based on the single 
fare plus two-thirds. On statutory or 
civic holidays the return fare between 
all points will be based on the present 
single fare, plus one-third. The return 
tickets for civic or statutory holidays 
will be available on the days prior to 
and following such holidays. 

This decision on the part of the gen¬ 
eral manager will be welcomed as a 
step In the right direction by the pa¬ 
trons of the Saanich Interurban. It will 
be recalled that when the line was first 
opened to traffic and the schedule of 
fares was announced, there was an 
agitation for lower rates. At that time 
the company stated that It was im¬ 
possible to consider the reduction. The 
line had been constructed at very great 
cost at a time when there was much 
adlTvity In Victoria and the whole of 
the Saanich peninsula and the outlook 
seemed most attractive. Since then the 
world-wide financial depression has 
been felt to some extent here, with the 
result that traffic on the line did not 
come up to expectations. 

The announcement now made by 
General Kidd of a material reduction 
in fares will be generally welcomed. It 
is expected to stimulate settlement to 
some degree, and traffic on the line 
should show an immediate increase, 
what with the fine new hotel at Brent¬ 
wood Bay, the company's chalet at 
i Deep Bay and other attractions during 
the summer months.
